Aftei wards, [ stroll into the Exhibition of Enamel Pictures on Glass, 357, 
Strand—was quite electrified by the beauty and boldness of execution displayed 
in the whole collection—Belshazzar’s Fexst—Joshua commanding the Sun to 
stand still—and the Trial of Queen Katherine —all deserving the greatest praise. 
_ On Friday, 1 examine Miss Linwood’s curious Needie-Work, in Leicester 
Square—just added other heautiful specimens of her art. 

Oh! Ms. Editor, have you seen The Industrious Fleas, at 209, Regent Street,
